37. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 29 wherein said inflammatory disease or 
condition is irritable bowel syndrome, Crohn's disease, nephritis or a radiation- or 
chemotherapy- induced proliferative or inflammatory disorder of the gastrointestinal 
tract, lung, urinary bladder or other organ. 

38. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 29 wherein said inflammatory disease or 
condition is a radiation- or chemotherapy- induced proliferative or inflammatory 
disorder of the gastrointestinal tract, lung, urinary bladder or other organ. 

39. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 29 wherein said inflammatory disease or 
condition is a radiation-induced proliferative or inflammatory disorder of the 
gastrointestinal tract.

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40. (New) A method of treating acute coronary syndrome in a patient in need
